Is hereby amended by 
striking out. after the word “filed.” In the seo- 
ono line, the words “and recorded,” so that 
the section when so amended will read as fol­ 
lows: Section 215. Aboriginal and duplicate 
certificates shall be properly numbered, and 
the original shall be filed In the office or said 
commissioners, and as many distinct lots or 
tracts of lands hereafter purchased by one 
person in one section at the same time, as he 
shall request, shall be Included in one certifi­ 
cate or one patent, as the case may be.

44 Who arc the Boers?’’ is a question 
that has been often asked of late, and 
many wonder where the peculiar word 
originated. The word 44 Boer'1 is tho 
Dutch for farmer or dweller in the 
country, being the same as the German 
baucr” and the Anglo-Saxon 44 boor.” 
The Boers arc substantially the descend* 
ants of tho Dutch immigrants who sole 
tied at tho Cape of Good Hope nuder 
Jan Van Ricbcck in 1G52. They were 
joined by French Huguenots in 1G#7 
and 1089, but the latter were soon ab­ 
sorbed. The language of the Boers is 
the so-called Capo Dutch, the basis of 
which is tho language of Holland, with 
tho mixture of numerous English, 
French, German and even some Malay 
and Hottentot words. This is the ruling 
idiom in tho Transvaal and tho Orange 
Republic and of tho rural population in 
the western part of tho Cape Colony, 
while in tho eastern part and in Kaf- 
fraria and Port Natal thoro is more En­ 
glish spoken than Dutch. Of tho entire 
white population of South Africa,which 
numbers from 880,000 to 400,000, only 
about 25 per cent. are of English stock, 
while 73 per cent. belong to the Low 
German race and about two per cent. 
to other nationalities. Tho name Boer 
was lirst applied to tho Dutch colonists 
by the English on account of their ag­ 
ricultural proclivities, and was adopted 
by themselves. 
On account of tho scarcity of water 
on tho South African table land the 
country would support only a thin pop* 
illation, and, in consequence, tho col­ 
onics were obliged to settle at great 
distances from coch other, making im­ 
possible a system of popular education. 
Tho children of tho Boers almost uni­ 
versally grow up in Ignorance. Beside 
this drawback, at intervals there corno 
dry years which obligo tho farmer to 
desert his homo ana seek water and 
grazing lands for his cattle elsewhere, 
and from this comes a characteristic 
tendency to a wandering life. Under 
these circumstances It is not surprising 
that * tho descendants of tho intelligent 
Dutch settlers should, in consequence 
of their isolation and their want of ed­ 
ucation and intellectual excitement bo 
considerably behind tho world in their 
ideas.—Poston Herald._____

The Indian then draws his knife 
with great deliberation aud addressing 
the bear, says: “ I know you are not 
afraid; but neither am L I am as brave 
as you are.” Then advancing cautiously 
he improves the first opportunity when 
bruin is off his guard to give him a 
thrust with tho knife in a vital spot, and 
the savage has one nioft deed of valor 
to lioast of to Ills friends when they 
gather in their danoo houses to “ Nng- 
to-ah," a ceremony which consists of 
dancing around the fire end relating, in 
a kind of song or cliaut, to the music of 
a drum, their deeds of daring iii tho 
past and indulging in promises of still 
more glorious ones in the futuro. Tho 
result of the conflict, however, is not 
always in the Indian’s favor; the bear 
sometimes gets the best of it and handles 
the savage very roughly. We saw sev­ 
eral natives who bore toe marks of very 
severe scalp wounds received in en­ 
counters. One seen at Hot ham Inlet 
was terribly mutilated. 
Polar bears are found distributed over 
nearly tho entire ocean. They are gen­ 
erally on the ice or in the vicinity, al­ 
though instances are recorded of their 
being found at sea fifty miles from any 
land or ice. They grow to an enormous 
size. Of six killed by us during tho 
cruise the smallest would weigh at 
least 900 pounds and the largest some 
thousand pounds. They swim rapidly 
when pursued, and seek to escape by 
diving, but can remain under the surface 
only a few seconds. When wounded 
they almost invariably turn and show 
fight—Capulin Hooper.

A Had Accident. 
A sad accident occurred yesterday af­ 
ternoon which resulted in the death of a 
young luau named Frederick Hiltbold. 
He with others went up the river on the 
Lotos, the little steamboat owned by Mr. 
Brooks, the boat leaving its landing on 
the west side of tho river about I o’clock 
aud carrying 
about twenty-five pas­ 
sengers up the 
river 
to 
a land­ 
ing 
near 
Mr. 
Strunk’s 
place’ 
There was liquor being sold on the boat, 
aud some was taken to the grounds near 
Strunk’s, aud Hiltbold it appears drank 
some, but whether ho was intoxicated or 
not is a matter of some doubt. On the 
return trip he wits noticed leaning on the 
railing, with his beati resting on his arm, 
apparently asleep or drowsing. He wits 
very near tho opening where tho gang 
plank is used, and the gate which ought 
to have lieen in place wTas not there, 
leaving a wide opening in the rail, and 
affording no protection. As the 
boat 
reached a point near Hogoboom & At­ 
wood's ice houses, just north of the rail­ 
road bridge, and lioarer the east than the 
west 
shore, 
Hiltbold 
tumbled, 
aud 
fell 
through 
this 
unprotect­ 
ed place in 
the 
railing, 
into 
tho 
river. Several on the boat screamed, and 
as the man sank, aud then rose to the 
surface, ho cried out something, but the 
words were lost in the uproar and noise 
on the boat. 
The engine of the boa* 
had stopped, but the boat itself was un­ 
der headway for the west side lauding 
which it made before stopping. No rope 
or other help was thrown to tho man iu 
the water, aud after making a futile at­ 
tempt to swim, he sank out of sight. 
A number of persons at onco started out 
from the east shore to recover the body, 
and the steamboat loadod up with more 
pleasure-seekers started on up tjio river, 
with apparently as littlo care or concern 
as if 
it had been 
a log 
which 
had 
tumbled 
into 
tho 
river. 
For 
about 
three-quarters 
of 
an 
hour, tho more humane ones were spend­ 
ing their time aud strength iu tryiug to 
recover tho body, and finally George 
Aim who was with Carl Carlson in a boat, 
got a hook on tho body, and it was drawn 
out. Tho body was placed on the shore, 
where it remained for a timo, and was 
then taken to the house of {Michael 
Boob, in whose employ tho deceased had 
been for a few weeks. 
Police Justice Nolan impaneled a jury 
consisting of J. \V. Duffy, J. F. Ehrlin- 
ger, John Bauman, Esli Fish, George J. 
Airis, and C. F. Carlson, and after they 
btu! vimvod the remains, they proceeded 
t i tho police ct airt room, where tho testi­ 
mony was taken. 
Dr. Palmer testified to tho condition of 
the body, tho absence of all signs of vio­ 
lence, aud tho evident cause of death by 
drowning. 
George Airis stated tho circumstances 
of his finding the body, about two rods 
from the east shore. 
William Fanner, who was one of the 
passengers on the boat, said he saw Hilt­ 
bold standing [leaning on tho mil, and 
thought he was sleeping; did not think 
he W'as intoxicated; the gate was open all 
the way down the river; after the man was 
drowned, aud tho boat had lauded, saw 
young Mosher get the gate, which had 
been left on land, and put it iu its place; 
deceased drank some liquor ut the landing 
near Strunk’s; the boat took up some 
liquor there, and left some there. 
J. W. Duffy stated that he was on the 
east side of the river, on the shore, at the 
time of the accident, aud heard tho de­ 
ceased make some outcry; thought it 
was M help, help.” 
Michael Bauman stated that ho had 
kilowu deceased somewhat, and the body 
was that of Frederick Hiltbold. 
Biou Whipple testified that he saw' 
deceased leaning on the railing near tho 
open gate, his lieiul buried on his arm. 
Deceased acted as if he had beeu drink­ 
ing, but did not see him drink any. 
He 
saw him, though, with a glass iu his baud, 
There was beer on the boat, and John 
Buob, Jr., was tending bar. He saw de­ 
ceased strike tho water. The boat didn’t 
stop till it reached the landing. 
He saw 
deceased try to swim. 
G. 0. Fritz testified that the name of 
the deceased was Frederick Hiltbold, and 
that ho was either German or Swiss. Ho 
came from New York about six weeks 
ago, and entered tho employ of John 
Buob, working in sugar cane. He was a 
silk-weaver by trade, and seemed to bo a 
sober young man and industrious. He 
understood from hun that he had a wife 
and father living in New York city. 
Tho jury returned a verdict of death 
by accidental drowning. The friends in 
New York city have been notified by tel­ 
egram and the remains will not be buried 
until an answer is received.
